DISTANT HORIZONS 


N ALL of this discussion before the Nebrask a 


Unicameral legislature of power and the prob­ 
lems relating to it, one very important element has 
been conspicuous by its absence. 
On the upper Platte river, back of Kingsley 
dam, there is nearly a million acre feet of water in 
storage, a great man-made lak e of it, a man-made 
lak e the lik e of which never before has been seen 
in all the endless stretches of the plains region, 
and it is there solely to answer the cry of distress 
of thirsty acres.

In all of the confusion of conflicting purpose 
and understandable individual interest, now and 
then let the beacon light flare forth and illuminate 
the earth. Back of power is irrigation, and back of 
irrigation is sure crops when the processes of irri­ 
gation are understood, and back of crops produced 
in a land of uncertain and sometimes scanty rain­ 
fall is a diversification of planting not possible 
without irrigation. And back of it all is a state or­ 
dained to become stronger, more prosperous, and 
a better place in which to live. That may be heresy 
in these troubled times of confusion, but if it is, it 
merits thought and attention.

Some people think they are 
doing thenu-elves irreparable harm 
by using it, but as a matter of fact 
for people over the age of 40, it 
probably does a great deal of 
good to the heart, circulation and 
nervous system.

rag and saturate it with coffee 
grounds, smell it, pop a grain of 
aminophyllin in your mouth, and 
drink a cup of hot water, you will 
get about the same effect as drink ­ 
ing coffee and it wfill be much 
more economical. 
Or if you want to duplicate my 
Scotch experience, tak e a mixture 
of one-fourth tea, one-fourth cof­ 
fee, one-fourth cocoa and one- 
fourth coca-cola, bring it to a boil 
and down two cups.

mak e you forget coffee, the Presi­ 
dent’s recipe, Mayor LaGuardia’s 
recipe and everything ebe for a 
long, long time.

Another 
was to restrict the membership sufficiently to pro­ 
vide better pay for the members in the hope of at­ 
tracting better legislators. There were many con­ 
siderations, and on the basis of the record three 
Unicameral sessions have reduced enormously the 
volume of bills, the expense of printing, the actual 
legislative cost. Three Unicameral sessions to all 
observers close at hand seem to have developed 
more careful study of proposed legislation, and 
more thorough work in the committees. If there 
can be improvements made in the system, then the 
thing to do is to improve it.

his m other.

He was 9 years old w hen 
she died.

Lincoln’s birthday,” said G ov er­ 
nor H enry F. Schrik er, “that we 
should exalt so great a life and 
we w ill do so by paying tribute 
to a brav e and gentle m other 
who gav e him a good birth and 
led him with a k indly hand for 
a little while along the p ath to 
greatness.” 
Tribute Endures. 
The tribute, w hich has failed to 
grow old, was sponsored by the 
Indiana Lincoln union.

Lincoln’s 
grav e is 
ju st 
across the v alley from the rough 
cabin in which the p resident-to- 
be liv ed and studied as a boy. 
Young Lincoln helped his father 
build

m ud-sled up a long, sloping hill,

tim ber, to its burial place. 
The fam ily left for Illinois In 
1830 and Lincoln cam e back to 
Indiana 31 years later—on his 
way to W ashington to be inaugu­ 
rated president.

boards to B, C, E and R book 
holders before their present ra ­ 
tions ex pire. This will replace the 
pr e s e n t renew^al certificate at­ 
tached to the orig inal application 
for su pplementary ration. 
On the form the applicant will 
restate his driv ing needs for the 
nex t period, then mail it tog ether 
with his tire inspection record to 
the ration board. This simplified

rations. After the board has re­ 
newed the ration, it will mail the 
cou pon book to the applicant and 
the tire inspection record, prop­ 
erly noted, will be retu rned at the 
same time.

This was abou t 15 
minu tes, I think, bu t it seemed 
like ag es. You ’re ou t to g et them, 
and y ou know they 're ou t to g et 
y ou , so y ou concentrate on y ou r 
jb.” 
“Tailed by Su b Pack.” 
Conv oy ing su pply ships back to 
Casablanca, they were “tailed by a 
pack of su bs,” said Brady . “Us­ 
u ally it takes ten day s to g et to 
Casablanca, bu t it took u s three 
w'eeks, dou bling back and v eering 
to shake those su bs. We ev en in­ 
tercepted a messag e that said, 
‘Stop this conv oy at all costs,’ bu t 
we finally lost them.” 
Christmas day Brady spent in 
Casablanca. He left ju st before 
the h i s t oric Roosev elt-Chu rchill 
conference took place. 
“You ’re all rig ht there if y ou 
know French, bu t all I know is 
that 7 5 francs is abou t $1,” he 
added. 


On delay ed orders before he at­ 
tends a diesel eng ine school in 
Norfolk, Brady is stay ing with his 
mother, Mrs. Irene Brady , 430 
Sou th Sev enteenth. 
A g radu ate of Lincoln hig h 
school, he has been in the nav y 
for fiv e y ears, serv ing on the 
U.S.S. Colorado before Pearl H ar­ 
bor. He re-enlisted in the nav y 
after war was declared. 
“I’m g lad to be home, bu t 
anx iou s to g et back to sea,” he 
declared. “Somebody has to do 
the fig hting .”

RID.W, a u g u s t 7—It was easy to get up at four 
o'clock this morning, without benefit of an alarm 
clock, for my mind had been trained for this day for a 
long time. 
F,vcr)'body was calm at breakfast. We knew that at the 
moment we probably were passing under the jap shore 
guns. But the fact that we had got this far without any 
action made us feel strangely secure. Up on deck the situ- 
atioR was the same.

W eather statistics, it was point­ 
ed out Friday by D. F. Felton, 
state OPA director, do reveal that 
the w inter of 19 42-43 has been 
colder than usual. 
However, he 
added, no actual instances of real 
suffering have been reported to 
his office, that could have been 
ascribed in any way to lack of 
fuel oil. 
"This is gratifying,” Mr. F el­ 
ton stated, "and proves that our 
fuel 
rationing 
program , though 
perhaps com plicated, is flexible. 
"The m onth of January, 19 43, 
was approxim ately 16.9 per cent 
colder than January, 19 42, and 
4.7 per cent colder than a norm al 
January. 
For the period of the 
entire heating .season up to F eb­ 
ruary 1 it has been 16.2 per cent 
colder than last season and 3.2 
per cent colder than a norm al 
season. 
Com puted on a norm al 
basis, January 17 was the half­ 
way point in the heating season. 
By th at date, householders should 
have used one-half of their ration. 
"W e hope,” said Mr. Felton, 
"that the knowledge of these facts 
w ill help the people of N ebraska 
budget their fuel oil for the rest 
of the year.”
